UNITED  STATES  AIR  FORCE  STATISTICAL  DIGEST 


This  regulation  establishes  the  United  Slates  Air  Force  Statistical  Digest  as  the  reference 
book  of  USAF  official  statistics  for  each  fiscal  year.  It  describes  the  digest’s  contents  and 
sources  of  material,  and  assign*  related  responsibilities. 


1.  Contents  of  the  Digest.  The  digest  contains 
summaries  of  Air  Force  statistics  on  forces, 
operations,  materiel,  personnel,  training, 
medical  services,  finance,  security  and  law 
enforcement,  facilities,  transportation,  Mili¬ 
tary  Assistance  Program  (MAP),  and  re¬ 
lated  studies  and  historical  events. 

2.  Source  of  Material.  Most  of  the  data  for 
the  digest  are  obtained  by  the  Data  Services 
Center  (AFADS),  Directorate  of  Data  Auto¬ 
mation,  Comptroller  of  the  Air  Force,  HQ 
USAF,  from  the  USAF  world-wide  statistical 
reporting  system.  Additional  material  is 
furnished  AFADS  by  Air  Staff  offices,  the 
USAF  Historical  Division  Liaison  Office 
(AFCHO),  and  major  air  commands 
(MAC). 

3.  Who  is  Responsible: 

a.  AFADSAC: 

(1)  Is  assigned  the  primary  respon¬ 
sibility  for  publication  of  the  digest. 

(2)  Provides  detailed  instructions  and 
submission  dates  to  contributing  offices. 

(3)  Collects  properly  prepared  statis¬ 
tical  data  from  contributing  offices. 

(4)  Compiles  data  from  directorate 
statistical  reports. 

(5)  Reviews  and  acts  upon  contributors’ 
and  users’  recommendations  for  additions, 
deletions,  and  changes  in  data  or  statistical 
format;  and  coordinates  these  recommenda¬ 
tions  with  Air  Force  correlative  activities. 

(6)  Reviews,  edits,  organizes,  and  con¬ 
solidates  the  statistical  data  for  publication 
in  the  digest. 


(7)  Submits  final  draft  to  AFDASDC 
for  review  and  printing. 

b.  Air  Staff  Offices,  MAC,  and  AFCHO. 
Air  Staff  offices  and  MAC  will  contribute  his¬ 
torical  and  significant  statistical  material  for 
the  digest.  AFCHO  will  furnish  a  chronology 
of  historical  events  of  interest  to  the  entire 
Air  Force.  These  activities  will : 

(1)  Compile  and  prepare  digest  ma¬ 
terial  (according  to  AFADSAC  instructions) 
as  statistically  and  editorially  correct  sum¬ 
maries  which  adequately  cover  the  pertinent 
subject-matter  area. 

(2)  Coordinate  digest  material  with 
Air  Force  correlative  activities. 

(3)  Submit  all  digest  material  to 
AFADSAC  in  the  manner,  format,  and  on 
schedules  specified  by  AFADSAC. 

(4)  Review  each  new  edition  of  the 
digest  and  recommend  changes  for  future 
editions. 

4.  Maintaining  Security  Classification.  Each  Air 
Staff  office,  each  MAC,  and  the  AFCHO  will 
indicate  the  proper  security  classification 
and  the  appropriate  downgrading  and  de- 
classification  group  number  (as  prescribed 
in  AFRs  205-1  and  205-2)  for  all  digest 
material.  Further,  the  contributing  activities 
will  notify  HQ  USAF  (AFADSAC),  Wash 
DC  20330,  immediately  as  to  any  change  in 
the  security  classification  or  in  the  down¬ 
grading  and  declassification  group  numbers 
which  affect  previously  published  digest 
material.

5  July  1965

Exercise  DEEP  FURROW,  the  largest  exercise  yet  conducted  in  the  Southern  NATO  region,  included  the  participa¬ 
tion  of  4,000  American  military  personnel  and  100  aircraft. 


30  September  1965 

The  Secretary  of  Defense  announced  that  the  Air  Force  had  contracted  with  Lockheed-Georgia  Company  to  develop 
and  produce  a  revolutionary  new  transport  aircraft,  the  C-5A.  The  transport,  to  be  available  in  Military  Air  Trans¬ 
port  Service  in  1969,  would  be  able  to  carry  250,000  pounds  of  cargo  for  3,200  miles  or  100,000  pounds  nonstop 
across  the  Pacific.  . 


1  October  1965 

The  Secretary  of  Defense  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Dr.  Harold  Brown,  who  succeeded  Eugene  M.  Zuckert 
as  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force,  and  to  Norman  S.  Paul,  who  succeeded  Dr.  Brockway  McMillan  as  Under  Secretary  of  the 
Air  Force. 

Military  Air  Transport  Service  OPLAN  157  went  into  effect,  placing  the  command  on  semi-wartime  baBis  by  in¬ 
creasing  aircraft  utilization  and  the  work -week  from  40  to  44-48  hours.  The  objective  was  to  meet  the  increasing 
requirements  of  the  Southeast  Asia  conflict.  (S)  (Group  4) 

A  30-year  era  of  Morse  code  communication  within  the  Air  Force  came  to  an  end  with  the  deactivation  of  the  USAF 
Aeronautical  Station,  Yokota,  Japan.  Begun  in  1935  with  the  establishment  of  the  Aeronautical  (Airways)  Station 
Network,  expanded  greatly  thereafter,  and  gradually  reduced  after  the  close  of  World  War  II,  the  requirement  for 
this  type  of  long-range  communication  was  entirely  eliminated  with  the  transfer  of  WB-50  weather  reconnaissance 
aircraft  from  Japan. 

The  1502d  Air  Transport  Wing,  MATS,  logged  Its  600, 000th  accident-free  flying  hour,  a  record  in  aviation 
history.

A  collision  between  a  B-52  and  a  KC-135  during  an  aerial  refueling  over  Pa lorn res,  Spain,  caused  both  aircraft 
to  crash.  Three  of  four  nuclear  bombs  were  immediately  accounted  for,  but  the  fourth  was  lost  at  sea.  It  was  final¬ 
ly  located  on  24^  March  and  retrieved  on  7  April  by  the  Navy. 


19  January  1966 

A  C-130  of  the  773d  Troop  Carrier  Squadron  airlifted  574,680  pounds  of  supplies  and  68  passengers  to  a  US  Army 
unit  at  Phuoc  Vinh,  South  Vietnam,  in  a  single  day.  Using  the  4631*  materiel -handling  system  for  the  first  time  in 
a  combat  area,  the  aircraft  established  a  new  record  for  total  pounds  airlifted  by  a  single  aircraft  in  a  single  day. 
On-loading  of  36,000  pounds  required  only  five  minutes  and  off-loading  three  minutes. 


11  February  1966 

The  Strategic  Air  Command  retired  the  last  of  its  B-47rs  from  the  operational  inventory.  At  the  highest  point, 
in  the  late  1950' there  had  been  27  B-4-7  wings  with  1,367  aircraft.

The  first  salvo  launching  of  two  Minuteman  I's  was  successfully  conducted  down  the  Western  Test  Range  by  a  SAC  -

The  B-52D,  modified  with  a  "Big  Belly"  to  allow  carrying  64  500-pound  bombs  internally,  began  flying  missions 
over  South  Vietnam. 


1  April  1966 


The  Air  Force  reduced  the  airman  basic  training  course  from  30  to  24  days. 
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■1  April  1966  (Continued) 

The  last  of  Ik  operational  centers  comprising  the  EUIC  II  dispersed,  automated  weapons  control  system  was 
completed  for  ADC. 

Air  Defense  Command  divisions  were  raised  to  numbered-air-foroe  level,  with  establishment  of  the  First,  Fourth, 
Tenth,  and  Fourteenth  Air  Forces.  Geographical  sectors  were  redesignated  as  numbered  air  divisions.

Mlnuteman  ICBM  modernization  program  began,  at  Whiteman  AFB,  Missouri,  when  the  first  flight  of  Minuteman  I 
missiles  and  launching  sites  was  turned  over  to  AFSC  and  their  contractors  for  modernization.  More  than  800 
Minuteman  I  missiles  will  be  replaced  with  the  more  powerful  Minuteman  II  and  III.

A  large  joint  airborne  exercise,  SOUTHERN  AERCW,  was  conducted  in  the  Munich,  Germany,  area.  USAFE  and  TAC 
aircraft  airlifted  about  2,500  troops  and  2,000,000  pounds  of  equipment  and  provided  air  support  and  reconnaissance

The  tables  provide  summary  data  covering  flight  operations  for  operating  active  USAF  aircraft  and  include  air¬ 
craft  flying  hours,  utilization,  etc.  Non-operating  active  totals  are  shown  as  a  one-line  entry.

Aircraft  assigned  to  Air  Force  units  in  support  of  proficiency  flying  for  those  rated  personnel  who 
are  not  assigned  to  crew  positions  and  cannot  be  provided  their  AFR  60-2  flying  requirements  in  aircraft  assigned  in 
any  other  code. 


ADMINISTRATIVE: 

Aircraft  assigned  to  support  command  administrative,  executive,  and  inspection  functions.

AIRCRAFT  ACCIDENTS 

INTRODUCTION

The  content  of  this  section  presents  data  on  aircraft  accidents  which  occurred  in  the  United 
States  Air  Force,  the  Air  National  Guard,  the  Air  Force  Reserve,  and  the  Navy  units  flying  for 
the  Military  Airlift  Command  during  Fiscal  Year  1966. 

All  rates  are  expressed  in  number  of  accidents  per  100,000  flying  hours. 

Final  changes  to  aircraft  accident  statistics  extend  over  a  period  of  several  months.  Data 
presented  herein  for  fiscal  year  1966  are  as  of  1  September  1966. 

Aircraft  accident  statistics,  other  than  consolidated  reports,  are  unclassified  and  will 
bear  the  legend  "For  Official  Use  Only."  A  complete  compilation  of  accidents  and  flying  experi¬ 
ence  of  all  major  organizational  units  of  the  USAF  is  considered  security  information.  Aircraft 
accident  statistics  will  be  used  solely  for  accident  prevention  purposes  unless  released  by  com¬ 
petent  authority. 


DEFINITIONS 


FATAL  ACCIDENT  -  An  accident  in  which  one  or  more  persons  sustains  fatal  injury. 


FLIGHT  ACCIDENT  -  A  mishap  which  results  in  damage  to,  or  destruction  of  one  or  more  USAF  air- 
craft  when  intent  for  flight  exists.  (See  AFR  127-4) 


NON-FLIGHT  ACCIDENT  -  A  mishap  resulting  in  damage  or  destruction  to  an  Air  Force  aircraft  not  in 
operation,  or  in  ground  operation  when  no  intent  for  flight  exists.  (See  AFR  127-4)

introduction 

The  tables  included  in  this  section  are  US AT  Ground  Accident  statistics  approved  and  directed  by  Air  Force  Regu¬ 
lation  In  establishing  the  reporting  system,  standardized  cost  factors  and  definitions  have  been  approved. 


DEFINITIONS 


ACCIDENT,  GROUND  -  Any  accident  which  occurs  on  or  off  an  Air  Force  installation,  base,  or  site  which  involves  Air 
Force  military  personnel,  Air  Force  civilian  personnel  on  duty,  or  Air  Force  property  (reference  Air  Force  Regu¬ 
lation  127 -h) . 

ACCIDENT,  PRIVATE  MOTOR  VEHICLE  -  A  motor  vehicle  accident  involving  only  non-Air  Force  motor  vehicles,  or,  if  both 
Air  Force  and  non-Air  Force  vehicles  were  involved,  the  Air  Force  motor  vehicle  was  not  being  operated  at  the  time 
of  the  accident.  Motor  vehicles  which  are  not  Air  Force  property  will  be  considered  as  private  motor  vehicles.  Veh¬ 
icles  which  are  the  property  of  Government  agencies  other  than  the  Air  Force  will  also  he  considered  as  private 
motor  vehicles. 

ACCIDENT,  USAF  MOTOR  VEHICLES  -  An  accident  involving  the  operation  of  an  Air  Force  motor  vehicle  which  results  in 
either  disabling  or  non-disabling  injury  to  Air  Force  personnel  and/or  non-USAF  persons  and/or  damage  to  Air  Force 
motor  vehicles,  or  to  other  vehicles  or  property  without  regard  to  ownership  (reference  Air  Force  Regulation  127 -b).

Total  Command  strength  (Average  Military  and  Average  Civilian) 

INJURY,  DISABLING  -  An  injury  which  results  in  death,  permanent  total,  permanent  partial,  or  temporary  total  injury 
which  in  the  opinion  of  competent  medical  authority  makes  it  impossible  for  the  injured  to  return  to  work  or  duty  at 
any  time  during  the  next  calandar  day  following  date  of  injury. 

INJURY,  NON-DISABLING  -  A  non-disabling  injury  is  an  injury  which,  although  requiring  medical  attention,  would  not 
keep  the  injured  person  from  performing  his  regularly  assigned  duties  during  the  next  calendar  day  or  any  subsequent 
day.  This  type  is  generally  known  as  a  first-aid  case. 

PERSONNEL,  CIVILIAN  -  Direct  hire  employees  performing  personal  services  to  the  Air  Force  and  paid  directly  by  the 
Air  Force. 

PERSONNEL,  MILITARY  -  Includes  officers  and  airmen  serving  on  active  duty  with  the  Air  Force,  including  Navy  person¬ 
nel  under  operational  control  of  Military  Airlift  Command,

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AIRCRAFT  AND  MISSILES 


INTRODUCTION 


Information  included  in  this  section  provides  data  pertaining  to  procurement,  production,  inventory  status, de¬ 
ployment,  and  disposition  of  USAF  aircraft  during  Fiscal  Year  1966.  It  also  includes  data  on  procurement,  produc¬ 
tion,  and  inventory  status  of  missiles. 

The  aircraft  tables  reflect  funding  by  fiscal  year,  acceptences,  inventories  by  functional  distribution, active 
and  inactive,  age  (in  months)  distribution,  and  disposition  of  aircraft.  The  missile  tables  reflect  funding  by  fis¬ 
cal  year,  acceptances,  functional  distribution,  and  disposition  of  missiles. 

Production  data  for  aircraft  and  missiles  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AF  Regulation  84-8,  dated  7  July 
1964.  Additional  data  may  be  obtained  in  the  USAF  Production  Digest  SS-N  47  published  monthly.  Inventory  and  status 
data  for  aircraft  and  missiles  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AF  Manual  65-IIO,  dated  1  July  19&5-  The  mission 
classification  (Fighter,  Bomber,  Tanker,  etc.)  is  generally  based  upon  the  mission  designator  or  the  prefix  preced¬ 
ing  the  basic  mission  designator  of  each  aircraft  or  missile  model.  A  prefix  is  assigned  an  aircraft  or  missile  model 
when  the  aircraft  or  missile  is  modified  to  perform  a  function  (indicated  by  prefix)  other  than  its  basic  designat¬ 
ed  purpose.  Additional  statistical  data  may  be  obtained  in  the  USAF  Aircraft-Missile  Digest,  SS-A1,  published  month¬ 
ly. 


DEFINITIONS 


ACCEPTANCE  -  Aircraft,  missile,  or  drone  which  has  been  shop-assembled  and  fully  inspected  by  constituted  USAF 
or  Navy  production  authorities  and  for  which  the  title,  responsibility,  and  accountability  has  been  assumed  by  the 
contracting  agency  of  the  recipient. 

AIRCRAFT  -  A  heavier-than-air  vehicle,  designed  primarily  for  flight  in  the  atmosphere,  which  has  incorporated 
in  its  prime  design  the  ability  and/or  requirement  for  human  occupancy. 

DRONE  -  Any  aircraft  or  missile  modified  or  produced  to  perform  the  mission  of  a  target  for  weapon  evaluation 
or  crew  training  and  has  incorporated  into  its  prime  design  the  ability  to  be  flown  by  remote  control. 

INACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  on  loan  and  bailment  (except  bailed  for  test,  maintenance,  and  modifi- 
cation) ;  aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  for  which  there  is  no  longer  a  requirement  in  the  active  inventory,  including 
those  that  have  been  accumulated  in  excess  of  possible  future  needs;  and  aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  being  dropped  from  the  total  inventory  and  salvage. 

GUIDED  MISSILE  -  Unmanned,  self-propelled  vehicle  designed  to  move  in  a  trajectory  or  flight  path  all  or  part¬ 
ially  above  the  earth's  surface  and  whose  trajectory  of  course  while  the  vehicle  is  in  motion,  is  capable  of  being 
controlled  remotely  or  by  homing  systems,  or  by  inertial  and/or  programmed  guidance  from  within.  This  term  does  not 
include  space  vehicles,  space  boosters,  or  Naval  torpedoes,  but  it  does  include  target  and  reconnaissance  drones. 

MISSION /DESIGN / SERIES  -  Air  Force  Regulations  66-11  dated,  18  September  1962,  Designating,  Redesignating,  and 
Naming  Military  Aircraft,  and  66-11A  dated  5  August  1964  and  66-20,  Designating,  Redesignating,  and  Naming  Military 
Rockets  and  Guided  Missiles  dated  3  April  1965,  and  66-20A  dated  30  January  1964,  establish  a  uniform  system  for 
designating,  redesignating,  and  naming  military  aircraft  and  missiles.  The  phrase  Type/Model/Series(T/M/S)  has  been 
replaced  by  Mission/Design/Series  (m/d/S)  for  aircraft  and  Type/Design/Series  (t/D/S)  for  missiles.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  USAF  Statistical  Digest,  Mission/Design/Series  will  be  used  for  both  aircraft  and  missiles. 

NON-OPERATING  ACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  and  drones  in  preparation  or  awaiting  preparation  for  possession  by 
units  or  test  activities  through  any  of  the  logistical  processes  or  supply,  maintenance,  and  modification. 

OPERATING  ACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  and  drones  currently  and  actively  engaged  in  or  supporting  flying  mis- 
sions  (AIM  65-110).

INTRODUCTION 

Data  on  production  and  inventory  of  aircraft,  missile,  and  drone  engines  are  presented  in  this  section. 
Engine  production  data  are  obtained  under  the  provision  of  AFR  84-8,  dated  7  July  1964,  while  engine  inven¬ 
tory  data  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AIM  400-1  dated  11  March  1966. 

DEFINITIONS 

ACCEPTANCES  -  A  propulsion  unit  that  has  been  shop-assembled  and  fully  inspected  by  authorized  USAF  or 
Navy  plant  representatives,  and  for  which  the  title,  responsibility,  and  accountability  have  been  assumed  by 
the  contracting  agency  or  recipient. 

INSTALLED  ENGINE  -  Serviceable  or  reparable  propulsion  units  that  are  either  physically  mounted  on  air¬ 
craft,  missile  or  drone  or  undergoing  organizational  maintenance  for  reinstallation  in  an  aircraft, missile,  or 
drone . 

REPARABLE  ENGINE  -  A  propulsion  unit  operationally  unsuitable  for  installation  requiring  depot  overhaul, 
field  maintenance,  or  Technical  Order  Compliance  or  modification  (grounding  TOC).  Also,  one  used  for  Unsatis¬ 
factory  Reported  (UR)  exhibit,  calibration  or  test,  or  engineering  evaluation. 

SERVICEABLE  ENGINE  -  A  propulsion  unit  determined  to  be  operationally  suitable  for  installation,  includ¬ 
ing  units  requiring  or  undergoing  build-up,  organizational  maintenance,  TOC  or  modification  other  than  ground 
TOC,  and  those  ready  for  use. 

UNINSTALLED  ENGINE  (formerly  designated  as  SPAKE)  -  A  propulsion  unit  available  for  distribution  or  in¬ 
stallation,  with  or  without  controls  or  built-up  accessories  which  convert  it  to  a  power  pack.

DEFINITIONS 


AVIATION  FUEL  -  Aviation  gasoline  and  jet  fuels.  Aviation  gasoline  is  fuel  graded  by  octane  rating  such  as  115/145, 
100/130,  91/96,  and  80.  Jet  fuel  consists  of  JP-4,  JP-5,  and  JP-6  types.  Rocket  Fuel  RP-1  is  no  longer  reported  in 
the  source  data  as  it  is  no  longer  stock  funded  fuel.  It  is  funded  in  the  missile  category. 


AVIATION  OIL  -  Aircraft  engine  lubrication  oil  which  is  graded  thus:  Reciprocal  1100,  1065,  2851,  8512,  and  8513; 
Standard  jet  1010  and  1005;  and  Special  jet  7808  and  3699.  It  includes  reused  product. 


IN  TRANSIT  -  Product  on  way  to  destination.  Applies  to  both  Overseas  and  Continental  United  States.

EQUIMENT  AUTHORIZATION  INVENTORY  DATA  (E-AID)  -  This  PCAM  record  reflects  equipment  authorized  and  in  use/in  place, 
including  substitute items.  (Replaces  Unit  Authorization  List,  Materiel  Readiness  Authorization  List,  and  certain 
other  accountable  records . ) 

IN-PLACE  EQUIPMENT  -  Equipment  which  is  physically  placed  at  specific  locations  in  support  of  wartime  additive  mis¬ 
sions. 

IN-USE  EQUIMENT  -  Equipment  in  the  possession  of  the  unit  or  the  organization  and  accounted  for  on  the  unit  proper¬ 
ty  records.  This  includes  item  actually  in  the  hands  of  the  unit  regsrdless  of  condition. 

ORGANIZATIONAL  EQUIPMENT  -  All  equipment  items  authorized  to  or  on  hand  in  an  organization  or  base  to  support  its 
mission  (peace  and  war).

The  pritnary  objective  of  the  USAF  Disposal  Program  is  to  remove  inactive ,  obsolete,  and  nonrequired  personal 
property  from  active  Air  Force  inventories  in  a  timely  and  efficient  manner.  This  is  accomplished  through  redistri 
but ion  and/or  marketing  procedures  as  set  forth  in  Volume  VI ,  AM  67- 1  and  AIM  67-4. 

The  dollar  value  at  which  materiel  is  carried  on  inventory  records  is  for  monetary  accounting  purposes..  It 
may  or  may  not  be  based  upon  the  original  acquisition  cost  and  can  be  estimated  if  not  available.  This  is  not  an 
appraised  value . 

Statistics  included  herein  have  been  compiled  from  Excess  and  Surplus  Property  Reports  RCS:  DD-S&LCQ^^'

SURPLUS  PROPERTY  -  Personal  property  which,  through  screening  or  other  means,  has  been  determined  to  be 
in  excess  to  all  federal  agency  requirements .

The,  programming  document,  "Installations  Classified  per  AFR  87-5,  dated, 30  June  1964,"  prepared  and  published  by 
the  Directorate  of  Operations,  DCS/0,  as  a  supplemental  programming  document  to  the  Bases,  Units,  and  Priorities 
Program,  and  USAF  Installations  Characteristics  Data  Report,  RCS:  2-AF-221, vas  used  to  obtain  data  shown.  The  USAF 
exercises  a  real  property  interest  in  all  except  foreign  bases  which  are  included  as  major  installations  due  to  bud¬ 
getary  requirements . 


DEFINITIONS 


INSTALLATION  -  A  separately  located  and  defined  area  of  real  property  in  which  the  Air  Force  exercises  a  real  pro¬ 
perty  interest,  or  where  the  Air  Force  has  jurisdiction  over  real  property  by  agreement  with  foreign  government  or 
by  rights’of  occupation. 

(a)  ACTIVE  -  An  Air  Force  installation  in  use  for  the  performance  of  ah  Air  Force  function. 

(b)  ANCILLARY  -  An  installation  subordinate  to  another  installation  of  the  USAF  which  is  identifiable  above. 

(c)  FOREIGN  BASE  -  An  installation  or  location  belonging  to  another  government  in  which  the  USAF  doeB  not  have 
a  real  property  Interest,  but  where  in  accordance  with  governmental  agreements,  the  USAF  has  certain  operational  and 
budgetary  responsibilities. 

(d)  INACTIVE  -  An  Air  Force  installation  not  in  use  for  the  performance  of  an  Air  Force  function. 

(e)  INDUSTRIAL  -  A  public  or  private  plant  which  iB  operated  by  a  contractor  and  is  controlled  by  the  USAF 
through  ownership,  lease,  or  permit,  which  is  utilized  for:  the  establishment  or  expansion  of  industrial  capacity 
to  produce,  modify,  maintain,  and  service  aircraft,  missiles,  and'related  components,  and  for  the  storage  of  machine 
tools  and  equipment  in  support  of  such  programs . 

(f)  LOGISTICAL  -  An  installation  whose  principal  use  is  to  support  a  major  depot  or  the  Air  Force  Logistic  Com¬ 
mand  Headquarters . 

(g)  OPERATIONAL  -  An  installation  whose  principal  use  is  to  provide  support  for  Air  Force  conbat  and/or  combat 
support,  missile,  or  flying  units  of  squadron  strength  or  greater. 

(h)  OPERATIONAL  FLYING  SUPPORT  -  An  Installation  whose  principal  use  is  to  support  flying  activities  other  than 
combat  or  combat  support  flying  forces  (equivalent  of  Bquadron  strength  or  greater). 

(i)  OPERATIONAL  NON-FLYING  SUPPORT  -  An  installation  without  flying  facilities  whose  principal  use  is  to  support 
headquarters  of  numbered  air  forces  or  higher  echelons . 

(j)  RESEARCH  AND  TEST  -  An  Installation  whose  principal  use  Is  to  support  major  research,  development  or  employ¬ 
ment  suitability  testing  missions . 

(k)  TENANT  ON  OTHER  SERVICES  -  An  installation  belonging  to  another  service,  government,  department,  or  agency 
upon  which  the  USAF  has  a  Unit  or  activity  stationed  as  a  tenant  (other  than  foreign  bases). 

(l)  TRAINING  -  An  installation  whose  principal  use  is  to  support  a  training  mission.

LEASES  -  A  contract  between  a  lessor  and  a  lessee  granting  exclusive  possession  and  use  of  land  for  a  period  of  time 
and  specified  compensation. 

LICENSE  -  A  privilege  to  use  the  land  of  another,  revocable  at  the  will  of  the  land  owner. 

OWNED  IANP  -  Land  acquired  through  donation  of  title  or  cost  thereof  from  private  enterprise,  state  or  local  govern¬ 
ments,  condemnation,  or  purchase. 

PUBLIC  DOMAIN  AND  PUBLIC  LAND  -  Land  assigned  to  the  AF  through  a  permanent  or  temporary  withdrawal  from  public 
domain .

DEFINITIONS

designed  or  is  designated)  which  is  assigned  or  used  for  any  operation  concerning  storage  or  the  support  of  storage 
functions . 

NET  STORAGE  SPACE  -  Die  floor  area  upon  which  bins  are  erected  plus  the  floor  area  upon  which  material  can  he  stored. 
OFEfl  STORAGE  SPACE  -  Any  Improved  or  unimproved  area  designated  for  use  in  storing  material. 

WAREHOUSE  SPACE  -  Die  area  in  building  designed  for  storage  purposes  and  constructed  with  roof  and  complete  side  and 
end  walls.

The  tables  in  this  section  provide  all  available  summary  data  an  the  Military  Assistance  Program  administered 
by  the  Air  Force  Those  tables  reflecting  Military  Assistance  Grant  Aid  Program  aircraft ,  inventory,  attrition,  and 
hours  flown,  include  only  those  models  supported  under  MAP  except  those  of  South  Vietnam  as  of  Fourth  Quarter  FY  66. 
The  data  were  c emptied  from  progress  reports  from  major  commands  cm  materiel  deliveries  and  training  accomplishment 
and  f rem  Military  Assistance  Advisory  Groups  or  comparable  organizations  in  each  participating  country.  The  Mutual 
Defense  Assistance  Act  of  1947  enacted  into  law  on  6  October  1949  established  Military  Assistance;  hence,  the  cap¬ 
tions  FY  1950  through  FY  1966  as  used  in  the  tables  indicate  an  accumulation  of  data  from  the  date  of  the  enactment. 
This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  incipient  date  for  all  countries  was  FY  1950.

GRANT  AID  -  Military  Assistance  rendered  under  the  authority  of  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  for 
which  the  United  States  receives  no  reimbursement. 

MAP  AIRCRAFT  -  Aircraft  in  foreign  countries  provided  by  the  USAF  under  Military  Assistance  Program. 

MAP  EMPLOYEES  -  Category  of  civilian  personnel  engaged  in  activities  required  in  carrying  out  the  Military  Assist¬ 
ance  Program  bb  administered  by  the  Air  Force. 

MILITARY  ASSISTANCE  sat.f.s  -  Transactions  for  military  materiel  and  services  which  have  been  ordered  and  paid  for  by 
eligible  recipient  countries.  Such  transactions  were  formerly  designated  as  Reimbursable  Military  Assistance. 

MISSION/DESIGN/SERIES  -  Air  Force  Regulations  66- 11, Designating,  Redesignating,  and  Naming  Military  Aircraft,  dated, 
18  September  1962  and  66-11A  dated,  15  January  1964  and  66-20,  Designating,  Redesignating,  and  Naming  Military  Rock¬ 
ets  and  Guided  Missiles  dsted  27  June  1963  and  66-20A,  dated,  30  January  1964,  establish  a  uniform  system  for  desig¬ 
nating,  redesignating,  and  naming  military  aircraft  and  missiles.  The  phrase  Type/M odel/Series  (T/fa/S)  has  been  re¬ 
placed  by  Miesion/Design/Series  (m/D/S )  for  aircraft  and  Type/Design/Series  (T/D/S)  for  missiles.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  USAF  Statistical  Digest,  Mission/Design/Series  will  be  used  for  both  aircraft  and  missiles.

Data  are  presented  as  of  spe¬ 
cific  intervals  throughout  the  fiscal  year. 


definitions 

AERONAUTICAL  STATUS:  The  general  groupings  of  Air  Force  personnel  with  reference  to  their  aeronautical  rating,  aero¬ 
nautical  designation,  and  flying  status.  The  principal  groupings  are: 

1.  Rated  Personnel:  USAF  officers  who  have  been  awarded  one  of  the  following  aeronautical  ratings:  Pilot 
As tronauty Pilot ,  Aircraft  Observer,  Navigator,  or  Flight  Surgeon  as  specified  in  A F  Manual  35-13. 

2.  Non-Rated  Personnel:  Personnel  who  do  not  possess  an  aeronautical  rating.  This  category  includes  personnel 
who  may  possess  the  aeronautical  designation  of  Flight  Medical  Officer  or  Flight  Nurse  and  who  may  be  on  flying 
status  as  crew  members  or  non-crew  members. 

3.  Flying  Status:  The  status  of  a  member  of  the  Air  Force,  rated  or  non- rated,  who  is  currently  required  by 
competent  orders  to  participate  in  frequent  and  regular  aerial  flights. 

AIR  FORCE  SPECIALTY  (AFS) :  A  grouping  of  positions  which  require  conxnon  qualifications.  An  AFS  is  identified  by  a 
Title  and  Code. 

1.  Air  Force  Specialty  Code  (AFSC)  -  Airman:  .A  combination  of  meaningful  digits  used  to  identify  an  AFS.  For 
example ;

5  Skill  Level  of  AFSC  (Skilled)

2.  Air  Force  Specialty  Code  (AFSC)  -  Officer:  A  combination  of  meaningful  digits  used  to  identify  an  AFS.

3  Air  Force  Specialty  (Air  Operations  Officer)

1431  Air  Operations  Officer,  at  Entry  Level 

3.  Duty  Air  Force  Specialty  (Officer):  The  authorized  AFS  which  identifies  the  position  to  which  an  officer 
has  been  offieally  assigned. 

4.  Primary  Air  Force  Specialty  (PAFS):  The  awarded  AFS  in  which  an  officer  or  airman  is  most  highly  qualified 
to  perform  duty. 

5.  Control  Air  Force  Specialty  (OAFS)  -  Airman:  The  AFS  for  manning  purposes  which  represents  an  airman's 
highest  usable  skill  based  on  total  Air  Force  requirements.  It  should  be  his  Primary  AFS  (PAFS):  However,  if  there 
is  an  Air  Force  surplus  of  the  PAFS,  it  may  be  an  additional  awarded  AFS  or  an  AFS  in  which  the  airman  is  being 
trained . 

6.  Career  Field  Category  (POD):  The  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  grouping  of  airman  career  fields  into  three 
broad  categories  of  highly  technical,  technical,  and  semi-technical  jobs. 

7.  Occupational  Groupings.  (POD):  A  grouping  of  specialities  used  by  Office  of  Secretary  of  Defense  in  moni¬ 
toring  the  manning  program  of  all  services. 
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AHMED  FORCES  QUALIFICATION  TEST  SCORE  (AFQT  SCORE):  The  test  contains  questions  on  arithmetical  reasoning,  word 
knowledge,  tool  functions,  and  spatial  visualization.  The  "Score"  is  a  composite  index  of  performance  of  all  these 
items,  and  as  such,  is  an  indication  of  general  learning  ability. 

AUTH0RI2ATI ON :  The  number  of  personnel  spaces  allocated  to  major  air  commands  in  the  Manpower  Authorization  Voucher. 

DUTY  LOCATION:  The  station  at  which  an  Air  Force  member  is  performing  duty.  Except  for  rotation  units,  this  will 
always  be  a  permanent  station  (PCS).  Rotation  units  and  crews  on  regular  rotation  duty  at  an  OS  station  on  TDY 
will  be  included  so  as  to  indicate  their  OS  station  in  inventory  reports  by  location. 

ENLISTMENT  OF  AIRMEN:  Voluntary  entrance  into  military  service. 

1.  Non-Prior  Service  Enlistment:  Enlistment  of  an  individual  who  has  had  no  service  or  whose  prior  active 
service  was  less  than  6  months. 

2.  Prior  Service  Enlistment: 

a.  Former  regular  airman  who  has  previously  served  a  continuous  period  of  active  duty  exceeding  six 

months . 

b.  Former  commissioned  or  warrant  officer  who  had  been  separated  from  the  Air  Force  and  who  had  enlisted 
in  the  Regular  Air  Force  as  an  airman. 

c.  Former  enlistee  or  inductee  of  the  Army  or  the  Navy  who  had  served  on  active  military  service  for  a 
continuous  period  exceeding  six  months  who  enlists  in  the  Air  Force. 

d.  Former  enlisted  member  of  a  reserve  component  of  the  Air  Force  who  has  served  on  active  military  ser¬ 
vice  for  a  continuous  period  exceeding  six  months,  who  enlists  in  the  Regular  Air  Force, 

3.  Reenlistment:  Airmen  who  reenlist  in  the  Regular  Air  Force  for  their  own  duty  position  within  2 A  hours  of 

separation  from  active  Air. Force  duty.  This  applies  to  first  term  and  career  airmen. 

2.  Enlistment  Category:  A  broad  grouping  of  airmen  by  years  of  service  or  number  of  enlistments  and  reenlist¬ 

ments,  designated  "First  Term"  or  "Career"  airman. 

a.  First  Term  Airman:  A  Regular  Air  Force  airman  with  no  prior  military  service,  serving  on  his  first 
enlistment  in  the  United  States  Air  Force. 

b.  Career  Airman:  A  regular  Air  Force  airman  who  has  completed  one  or  more  enlistments  in  the  United 

States  Air  Force  or  who  is  serving  his  first  enlistment  in  the  Air  Force  with  prior  service  in  the  Amy,  Navy, 

Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard.  He  must  have  had  over  four  years  of  service. 

FUNCTIONAL  CATEGORY  GROUPS:  Broad  groupings  reflecting  general  duty  status  of  Air  Force  Military  Personnel.  Speci¬ 
fic  groupings  are- defined  as  follows: 

1.  Permanent  Party  Personnel:  Those  USAF  personnel  assigned  to  an  Air  Force  unit  to  perform  their  principal 
duty  in  the  furtherance  of  the  mission  of  the  unit  and  who  are  chargeable  against  the  specific  authorizations  of 
the  unit.  This  includes  assigned  overstrength. 

2.  Pipeline  Personnel:  Those  USAF  personnel  who  are  assigned  to  an  Air  Force  unit  temporarily  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  training  or  hospitalization,  i.e.,  those  who  are  temporarily  ineffective.  Such  personnel  are  not  chargeable 
against  the  specific  authorizations  of  the  unit  to  which  they  are  assigned  while  in  a  pipeline  statua.  Pipeline 

is  composed  of  Students  and  Patients. 

a.  Patients:  Military  personnel  assigned  in  patient  status  to  an  Air  Force  unit  which  administers  Air 
Force  hospitalized  personnel  receiving -treatment  at  a  medical  facility  operated  by  any  of  three  military  depart¬ 
ments. 


b.  Students:  Personnel  assigned  in  a  training  status  to  a  unit  charged  with  administration  of  individuals 
attending  a  formal  course  of  instruction  at  a  service  or  civilian  school  or  a  basic  military  training  course. 

MILITARY  STRENGTH:  Military  personnel  (Permanent  Party  and  Pipeline)  who  are  assigned  to  active  Air  Force  unite. 
This  strength  is  composed  of  individuals,  regardless  of  chargeability  to  military  personnel  ceilings,  who  as  indi¬ 
viduals  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force.  Strength  is  changed  by  gains  (Accessions) 
and  losses  (Separations). 


1.  Accessions  (Gains):  A  gain  of  personnel  by  appointment  or  commissioning  of  an  officer;  order  to  EAD  of  a 
member  of  the  Air  Force  Reserve  or  Air  National  Guard;  Prior  Service  or  Non-Prior  service  enlistment  of  an  airman: 
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and  return  to  military  control  of  an  Air  Force  member  who  had  been  dropped  from  the  rolls  (DRF)  of  his  unit  as  a 
prisoner,  POW,  Missing  or  Deserter. 

2.  Separations  (Losses):  A  loss  to  the  strength  of  the  Air  Force  for  any  cuase,  without  regard  to  reenlist¬ 
ment  eligibility  or  subsequent  reenlistment  actions.  Separations  include  but  are  not  limited  to  Deaths,  Retire¬ 
ments,  Expiration  of  Term  of  Service,  Release  for  Convenience  of  the  Government;  and  release  and  transfer  to  AFR  or 
ANG. 


3.  Status  Change:  The  loss  and  immediate  gain  of  the  same  individual  by  immediate  reenliBtment,  integration 
or  other  change  in  individual  status  which  does  not  affect  the  overall  total  strength  of  the  Air  Force. 

USAFA  CADETS:  Students  assigned  to  the  tiSAF  Acuderry  for  training  and  ultimate  commissioning  as  Regular  Air  Force 
Officers.  These  personnel  are  not  considered  part  of  active  forces  but  are  chargeable  to  the  active  force  ceiling.

INTRODUCTION 


Information  contained  In  this  part  of  the  "USAF  Statistical  Digest"  covers  the  subjects  of  Indoctrination,  ,, 
Technical,  Professional,, 'Technological,  and  Collegiate  Training. 

Data  include  training  of  USAF  military  and  civilian  personnel  in  US  Air  Force,  US  Amy,  and  US  Navy,  and  in 
joint  military  schools. 

Effective  with  this  issue,  tables  pertaining  to  Flying  Training  will  no  longer  be  included  in  the  Statistical 
Digest. 

DEFINITIONS 

FOREIGN  NATIONALS  -  Students  who  are  detailed  to  the  school  in  an  attached  status  from  any  foreign  country,  terri¬ 
tory,  or  possession,  excluding  those  possessions  and  territories  of  the  United  States  of  America. 


GRADUATES  -  Students;  who  have  successfully  completed  a  course  in  which  enrolled. 


HOLDOVERS  -  Students  who  do  not  graduate  when  normally  scheduled,  but  who  are  still  enrolled  in  the  course.  These 
students  are  reported  as  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  period  until  otherwise  disposed  of. 


INDOCTRINATION  TRAINING  -  A  basic  or  primary  training  course  given  to  military  personnel. 


LOSSES  -  Losses  include  three  groups;  of  students: 

1.  Those  who  fail  a  course  because  of  academic  deficiency. 

2.  Those  who  are  lost  from  service  because  of  .fatality  ;as  a  direct  result  of  training. 

3.  Those  who  are  withdrawn  from  a  course  because. of  illness,  death,  or  any  reason  other  than  1  and  2 
above  and  who  will  not  continue  that  course  at  a  later  date. 


PROFESSIONAL  TRAINING  -  Formal  resident  training  in  military  schools  and  at  selected  civilian  educational  institu¬ 
tions  or  industrial  organizations  (technological  and  collegiate)  to  improve  an  individual's  general  qualifications 
and  ability  to  perform  his  military  duties. 


STUDfNTS  -  Training  students  are  those  personnel  enrolled  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  standardized  courses  of  in¬ 
struction  at  service  schools  conducted  by  the  US  Air  Force,  US  Army,  US  Navy,  and: civilian  schools  and  hospitals. 
(This  group  Includes  US  Air  Force.  Air  Reserve  Forces  (Air  Force  Reserve  and  Air  National  Guard),  US  Amy,.  US  Navy, 
civilians,  and  foreign  nationals.)  In  referring  to  USAF  training,  students  fall  under  these  categories: 

1.  Assigned  -  Personnel  assigned  to  the  school  unit  and  for  whan  the  school  unit  is  responsible  for 
morning  report  strength  accountability. ; 

2.  Attached  -  Personnel  attached  to  the  school  unit  from  other  units  of  the  US  Air  Force  or  other 
Federal  Agencies,  who  are  scheduled  to  return  to  their  respective  units  upon  completion  of  the  course,  and  for  whom 
strength  accountability  is  at  all  times  maintained  by  such  other  units. 


TECHNICAL  TRAINING  -  Formal,  field,  and  on-the-job  training  (OUT)  required  to  enable  an  individual  to  perform  one 
or  more  of  the  tasks  contained  in  an  Air  Force  Specialty  Description,  excepting  those  officer  specialties  which  in¬ 
volve  an  aeronautical  rating  or  professional  qualifications.

ADMISSION  -.When  applied  to:  (l)  Active  duty  military  personnel,  the  term  indicates  that  the  individual  has  been 

placed  under  treatment  as  a  quarters  patient  or  as  a  hospital  bed  occupant  on  an  excused-frcxn-duty  basis.  (2)  A 
civilian  patient,  the  term  Indicates  that  a  patient  has  entered  a  hospital  as  a  bed  occupant,  for  some  form  of 
treatment. 

ADMISSION  RATE  -  The  admission  rate  is  a  measure  which  indicates  the  frequency  with  which  military  patients  are 
excused  from  duty  for  medical  reasons.  Hence,  the  admission  rate  is  based  on  admissions  from  duty.  These  are 
annual  admission  rates,  which  show  the  number  of  admissions  that  would  occur  during  a  365  day  year  If  admissions 
occurred  throughout  an  entire  year  at  the  same  frequency  as  in  the  period  of  observation.  The  annual  admission 
rate  per  thousand  average  strength  is  computed  as  follows:

AIR  FORCE  PERSONNEL  -  Air  Force  military  personnel  on  extended  active  duty,  not  Including  Air  Force  Academy  cadets 
or  personnel  on  active  duty  for  training. 

AVERAGE  OCCUPIED  BEDS  -  The  average  of  the  numbers  of  patients  occupying  beds  in  hospitals  and  Class  "A"  dispensa¬ 
ries  as  of  midnight  of  each  day  in  the  period. 

COMPLETE  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATIONS  -  Complete  physical  examinations  Include  only  those  recorded  on  the  Report  of  Medical 
Examination  (Standard  Form  88);  physical  inspections  of  food  handlers  or  barberB  are  not  included  nor  are  examina¬ 
tions  of  personnel  who  are  ill. 

HOSPITALIZED  RATIO  -  The  hospitalized  ratio  is  the  weighted  average  of  the  proportions  of  strength  in  an  inpatient 
status  each  day  (of  the  period  for  which  it  is  computed) .  It  differs  from  the  noneffective  ratio  in  that  it 
includes  only  bed  occupancy  days  in  hospital  or  Class  "A"  dispensary.  The  ratio  is  computed  per  100  strength  as 
follows:

Mean  strength  X  Number  of  calendar  days  in  the  period 

INPATIENT  AMISSION  -  The  enrollment  of  a  patient  for  care  on  the  wards  of  a  hospital  or  Class  "A"  dispensary. 

NOhEFFECTIVE  RATIO  -  The  medical  noneffective  ratio  is  the  weighted  average  of  the  proportions  of  strength  not 
available  for  duty,  for  medical  reasons,  each  day  (of  the  period  for  which  it  is  computed).  Such  persons  may  be 
under  treatment  as  inpatients,  in  quarters,  on  sick  leave,  or  AWOL  frcm  a  patient  status.  The  ratio  is  computed 
for  a  specified  period,  per  100  strength  as  follows:

OPERATING  BEDS  -  This  term  applies  to  beds  with  staff  and  equipment  ready  for  treatment  of  patients,  whether  in  a 
hospital  or  a  Class  "A"  dispensary. 

OUTPATIENT  VISITS  -  One  visit  is  counted  each  time  an  outpatient  or  quarters  patients  received  advice  and/or 
treatment  at  an  organized  clinic  or  specialty  service.  More  than  one  visit  per  patient  may  be  counted  on  a  given 
day.  For  i960  and  prior  years  (data  shown  in  previous  reports)  only  one  visit  was  counted  for  each  outpatient 
who  presented  himself  or  was  visited  for  medical  advice  and/or  treatment  on  a  given  day.

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INTRODUCTION 


PM3T  3ST 


Security  Police  statistics  are  a  collection  of  selected  data  concerning  vehicle  registrations,  security  inci¬ 
dents,  delinquencies  charged  to  world -wide  Air  Force  personnel  on  active  duty,  correction,  and  personnel  security 
determinations.  The  statistics  reported  in  this  section  are  derived  from  AF  Form  511,  "Security  and  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  Activities  Report." 


DEFINITIONS;  The  following  definitions  apply  to  this  portion  of  the  Security  and  Discipline  reports: 


ABSENCE  WITHOUT  LEAVE  (AWOL) .  Status  or  the  offense  of  any  member  of  the  Air  Force  who,  without  authority: 

(1)  Fails  to  go  to  his  appointed  place  of  duty  at  the  time  prescribed;  or 

(2)  Goes  from  that  place;  or 

(3)  Absents  himself  or  remains  absent  from  his  unit,  organization,  or  place  of  duty  at  which  he  is  required 
to  be  at  the  time  prescribed  (10  U.S.C.  886).  (See  AFR  35-73,  Paragraph  1,  dated  1  July  19 66.) 

APPREHENSION  -  Cooperation  of  State  and  Local  Police  Authorities .  A  zone  of  interior  commander  will  take  steps  to 
obtain  the  active  cooperation  of  all  State  and  local  police  authorities.  This  includes  such  other  officials  and 
organizations  as  he  considers  necessary  to  make  sure  the  person  returns  promptly  to  military  control.  Commanders 
will  inform  these  authorities,  that  they  should  not  apprehend  an  absentee  or  deserter  unless  they  receive  either 
DD  Form  553  or  notice  from  military  or  Federal  law  enforcement  officials  that  the  person  is  absent  without  leave 
and  his  return  to  military  control  is  desired.  Overseas  major  air  commanders  will  take  Buch  action  as  the  local 
situation  warrants . 

Personnel  Authorized  to  Apprehend: 

Military.  Members  of  the  Armed  Forces  as  designated  in  paragraph  19,  MCM,  1951 » 

Civilian.  Any  civil  officer  having  authority  to  apprehend  offenders  under  the  lavs  of  the 
United  States  or  of  a  State,  Territory,  Commonwealth,  or  possession,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  may  summarily 
apprehend  an  absentee  or  deserter  from  the  Armed  Forces  and  deliver  him  into  the  custody  of  those  Forces.  (10 
U.S.C.  808  and  Paragraph  23,  MCM,  1951,  cover  this.)  Generally,  a  private  citizen  does  not  have  authority  to  appre¬ 
hend  an  absentee  or  deserter  unless  authorized  by  a  military  officer.  (Receipt  of  DD  Form  553  is  sufficient  author¬ 
ization.) 
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SECURITY  AND  MILITARY  DISCIPLINE  (continued) 


SECURITY  POLICE 


CUSTODY  GRADE  -  Prisoners  will  be  classified  as  being  in  a  minimum,  medium,  or  maximum  custody  grade  in  accordance 
vith  the  criteria  outlined  in  (l),  (2)  and  (3)  below.  The  initial  classification  will  be  determined  by  the  correc¬ 
tion  officer  based  upon  the  nature  of  the  offense,  demeanor  of  the  prisoner  upon  admission,  and  any  other  pertinent 
information  available. 

(1)  Minimum  custody  prisoners  are  those  who  are  sufficiently  stable,  dependable,  and  trustworthy  as  to 
require  little  or  no  custodial  supervision. 

(2)  Medium  custody  prisoners  are  those  who  require  continual  supervision,  but  whose  escape  would  not 
threaten  life,  limb,  or  property. 

(3)  Maximum  custody  prisoners  are  those  whose  escape  would  present  a  distinct  threat  to  the  safety  of  life, 
limb,  or  property,  and  who  require  special  custodial  controls  and  handling.

DEFINITIONS 


CASE  TYPE  -  The  numerical  designation  and  descriptive  character  assigned  to  each  investigation  which  indicates  the 
principal  nature  or  the  purpose  of  the  investigation. 

COUNTERINTFT.T.IQEBCE  INVESTIGATIONS  -  Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  related  to  security  control  meas¬ 
ures  designed  to.  insure  the  safeguarding  of  Information,  personnel,  equipment,  and  installations  against  the  sabo¬ 
tage,  espionage,  or  subversive  activities  of  foreign  powers  and  of  disaffected  or  dissident  groups  or  individuals 
which  may  constitute  a  threat  to  the  internal  security  of  the  Air  Force. 

GENERAL  INVESTIGATIONS  -  Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  and  circumstances  pertaining  to  alleged  major 
violations  of  the  Articles  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  Military  Justice,  Federal  Statutes,  and/or  other  applicable  direc¬ 
tives,  by  USAF  personnel,  excluding  Incidents  of  a  counterintelligence  or  procurement  nature. 

PROCUREMENT  INVESTIGATIONS  -  Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  surrounding  incidents  of  alleged  breaches 
of  the  public  trust  and  violations  of  law  in  connection  with  Air  Force  procurement,  disposal,  nonappropriated  fluids, 
and  pay  and  allowance  matters . 

PERSONNEL  INVESTIGATIONS  -  Investigations  conducted  to  determine  facts  upon  which  the  requesting  commander  can  de- 
cide  whether  to  grant  or  to  deny  to  the  subjects  of  the  investigations  access  to  restricted  areas  and/or  classified 
defense  information.  The  loyalty  and  security  program  within  the  executive  departments  established  the  requirement 
for  such  investigations,  and  they  are  governed  by  law,  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  directives,  and  Air  Force  poli¬ 
cies. 

OFFICE  OF  ORIGIN  INVESTIGATIONS  -  (Short  terminology  -  "Origin")  -  Investigations  of  any  nature  conducted  by  the 
Directorate  of  Special  Investigations  or  a  District  Office  in  which,  in  accordance  with  OSI  policy,  that  office  as¬ 
sumes  the  control  of  the  entire  investigation. 

AUXILIARY  OFFICE  INVESTIGATIONS  -  (Short  terminology  -  "Auxiliary")  -  Investigations  of  any  nature  conducted  by  the 
Directorate  of  Special  Investigations  or  a  District  Office  in  which,  in  accordance  with  OSI  policy,  that  office  acts 
as  an  assistant  to  the  controlling  office  (the  office  of  origin)'  within  its  territorial  investigative  jurisdiction. 

INVESTIGATIONS  OPENED  -  Investigations  initiated  by  offices  of  origin  or  auxiliary  offices  pursuant  to  requests  from 
appropriate  commanders  for  the  Chief  of  Staff,  USAF. 

INVESTIGATIONS  CLOSED  -  Investigations  terminated  by  offices  of  origin  and  auxiliary  offices  after  all  relevant 
/acts  ,iave  been  determined  and  impartially  reported  to  the  requesting  commander  through  proper  OSI  channels. 

INVESTIGATIONS  PENDING  -  Investigations  opened  by  offices  of  origin  or  auxiliary  offices  on  which,  as  of  the  date 
such  investigations  are  inventoried,  there  remains  further  investigative  work  and  reporting  to  be  done  before  they 
may  be  considered  investigations  closed.

THE  JUDGE  ADVOCATE  GENERAL 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Office  of  The  Judge  Advocate  General  provides  statistical  data  reflecting  trial  of  offenders  against 
military  law.  The  statistics  are  derived  from  AF  Form  2lU  "Court-Martial  and  Article  15  Activities  Report", 
AFR  111-3,  submitted  quarterly  by  each  major  command  exercising  general  court-martial  Jurisdiction. 

Table  179  reflects  the  number  of  military  persons,  subject  to  court-martial  Jurisdiction  pursuant  to  Uniform 
Code  of  Military  Justice,  Article  2,  who  were  tried  by  each  type  of  court-martial;  and  the  aumber  of  military 
persons  receiving  non-judicial  punishment,  for  minor  offenses,  under  Article  15. 

Table  178  provides  the  over -all  rates,  per  1000  average  assigned  and  attached  military  strength,  for  all 
persons  tried  in  all  types  of  courts-martial,  and  the  rates*  on  the  same  basis,  for  those  persons  receiving 
non- Judicial  punishment . 


DEFINITIONS 


General  Court-Martial  -  A  general  court-martial  may  adjudge  a  dishonorable  or  had  conduct  discharge  as 
part  of  the  sentence. 

5peclal(BCD)Court-Martlal  -  A  special  court-martial  which  adjudges  a  bad  conduct  discharge  as  part  of 
the  sentence. 

Spec lal ( Hon -BCD ; Court -Martial  -  A  Bpecial  court-martial  which  does  not  adjudge  a  discharge  as  part  of  the 
sentence,  but  may  adjudge  as  much  as  six  months  confinement. 

Snirmary  Court-Martial  -  A  summary  court-martial  may  not  adjudge  a  discharge  or  confinement  for  more  than 
one  month. 

Hon- Judicial  Punishment  -  Punishment  imposed  for  minor  offenses,  by  the  commanding  officer,  without  the 
intervention  of  a  court-martial,  which  does  not  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  offender's  military  record.

In  general,  the  definitions  contained  herein  have  been  taken  frcm,  or  are  in  conformity  to,  the  definitions  In¬ 
cluded  in  Air  Force  Regulations  45  series  Air  Force  Manual  35 — 34  and  Air  National  Guard  Regulations,  as  appropriate. 


The  statistical  data  pertaining  to  the  Air  Force  Reserve  and  Air  National  Guard  personnel  normally  refer  to 
those  who  are  not  on  extended  active  duty  (EAD).  Commissioned  officers  on  EAD  as  Regular  USAF  Airmen  or  Regular 
USAF  Warrant  Officers  and  Reserve  Warrant  Officers  on  EAD  as  Regular  USAF  Airmen  are  also  included  in  these  data. 
These  statistical  tables  are  designed  to  show  the  composition  and  characteristics  of  Reserve  Forces  personnel  and 
reflect  the  Reserves  of  the  Air  Force  strength  position  at  specific  intervals,  throughout  the  fiscal  year. 


DEFINITIONS 


ACTIVE  DUTY  FOR  TRAINING  (AD  TNG)  -  A  full-time  tour  of  duty  with  the  active  establishment  for  Reserve  training,  un¬ 
der  orders  vhlch  provide  for  automatic  reversion  to  an  inactive  duty  training  status  upon  completion  of  the  specified 
tour  of  active  duty.  This  includes  all  tours  accomplished  under  the  provisions  of  AIR  45-14  dated  21  August  1957. 

ACTIVE  STATUS  -  That  status  of  the  reservists  who  make  up,  through  voluntary  participation  or  remaining  obligated 
service,  the  active  reserve. 

ANG  UNIT  MOBILIZATION  POSITION  -  An  authorized  position  within  an  Air  National  Guard  unit. 

DRILL  PAY  STATUS  RESERVISTS  -  Reservists  who  are  authorized  to  receive  pay  for  inactive  and  active  duty  for  training 

FLYIHG  TRAINING  -  Flying  activities  as  authorized  by  AFR  45-28  (regular  flying  training)  and  Sec  B,  AFR  45-10  (addi¬ 
tional  flying  periods). 

ELIGIBLE  TO  EARN  POINTS  -  Being  eligible,  by  virtue  of  reserve  section  of  assignment,  to  earn  points  toward  ret Ire - 
ment  (does  not  apply  to  the  gratutltous  points  awarded  active  reservists.  See  AFR  45-15). 

INACTIVE  DUTY  TRAINING  -  Unit  training  assemblies,  training  periods  of  instruction,  appropriate  duties, or  equivalent 
training,  including  hazardous  duty,  which  are  performed  with  or  without  pay  by  a  reservist  not  on  EAD  or  on  active 
duty  for  training.  Includes  duties  performed  in  connection  with  training,  administration,  and/or  support  activities 
of  the  unit  of  assignment  or  study  through  the  USAF  Extension  Course  Institute.  Points  will  be  awarded  In  accordance 
with  AFR  45-15. 

INACTIVE  SIATOS  LIST  RESERVE  SECTION  -  Reservists  who  fall  to  meet  minimum  requirements  for  retention  in  an  active 
status  are  assigned  to  this  section  if  they  have  completed  all  reserve  service  required  by  law.  While  assigned  to 
this  section,  reservists  are  not  eligible  for  active  or  inactive  duty  training,  pranotion,  or  award  of  points.  They 
may  be  ordered  to  Extended  Active  Duty  (EAD)  involuntarily  only  if  there  are  no  other  Ready  or  Standby  Reservists  of 
the  appropriate  grades  and  military  specialties  who  are  available  for  active  military  service  and  then  only  if  the 
Director  of  Selective  Service  determines  that  they  are  available  for  EAD. 

INELIGIBLE  RESERVE  SECTION  (Other)  -  Consists  of  Ready  Reservists  who  were  transferred  to  the  Air  Force  Reserve  to 
complete  a  Reserve  obligation  In  accordance  with  the  Universal  Military  Training  and  Service  Act  of  1948, aB  amended, 
who  do  not  voluntarily  participate  in  ai^  Reserve  Training  programs  or  point  gaining  activities. 

JOB  PROFICIENCY  TRAINING  (JFI)  -  Training  given  an  individual  Reservist  during  periods  of  active  or  inactive  duty  to 
maintain  or  increase  proficiency  through  actual  performance  in  his  mobilization  assignment. 
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COMPONENTS  -  RESERVE  FORCES  AND  ROTC  (continued)

MOBILIZATION  ASSIGNMENT  RESERVE  SECTION  (MQARS)  -  Adml nlstr&tive  sections  of  the  Major  Air  Command  headquarters 
its  subordinate  organizations:  Reservists  authorized  Parts  I  and  III  of  the  Reserve  Space  and  Grade  Authorization 
by  Headquarters  USAF  are  assigned  to  those  sections  and  are  comprised  of: 

1.  fart  I,  Major  Command  War  Augmentation  Requirement  for  Individuals  -  Pertains  to  personnel  assigned  to  and 
trained  (both  active  and  inactive  duty  training)  by  the  Command. 

2.  Part  HI,  General  Reserve  War  Requlremeat  for  Individuals  is  the  attritional  replacement  requirement  of 
the  Air  Force.  These  personnel  are  assigned  to  and  trained  by  Continental  Air  Comma  id. 

AF  RESERVE  UHIT  MOBILIZATION  POSITION  -  An  authorized  position  vithin  an  AF  Reserve  unit  that  is  organized  to  serve 
as  a  unit. 

ROM-AFFILIATED  RESERVE  SECTION  -  Comprised  of  Air  Force  Reserve  members  in  an  active  status  who  are  not  assigned  to 
an  Air  Force  Reserve  Category  "A"  unit  or  to  a  mobilization  position,  but  do  physically  and  professionally  qualify 
for  Reserve  Training  participation,  meet  established  criteria  for  active  military  service,  and  meet  minimum  reten¬ 
tion  requirements  by  completing  courses  through  the  USAF  Extension  Course  Institute,  by  participating  in  authorized 
pointgaining  activities. 

PAT  GROUP  -  Groups  established  to  identify  those  authorized  pay  for  inactive  and/or  active  duty  for  training.  These 
groups  also  identify  the  amount  of  paid  training  authorized  per  year.  They  are: 

A  -  48  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 

B  -  24  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 

C  -  12  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 

D  -  Ho  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  hut  15  paid  active  duty  for  training  days 

E  -  No  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  but  30  paid  active  duty  for  training  days 

F  -  No  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  hut  3  to  6  months  active  duty  for  training  (one  time  only) 

RESERVE  SECTIONS  -  Classification  of  Reservists  by  type,  amount  of  training  and  pay  authorized,  and/or  type  of  unit 
or  categories  of  assignment. 

READY  RESERVE  -  Air  Force  Reserve  units  and  personnel  who  may  be  ordered  to  extended  active  duty  involuntarily  in 
time  of  war,  national  emergency  declared  by  Congress  or  proclaimed  by  the  President,  or  when  otherwise  authorized  by 
lav.

INTRODUCTION 


This  section  reflects  the  funding  operations  of  the  various  Air  Force  appropriations  and/or  funds  with  the  re¬ 
spective  major  programs  for  the  fiscal  years  Indicated  in  the  title  of  each  table. 


DEFINITIONS 


AFHiOIRIATION  -  An  authorization  by  an  Act  of  Congress  to  incur  obligations  for  specified  purposes  and  to  make  pay¬ 
ments  therefor  out  of  the  Treasury. 


APPROPRIATION  ACCOUNT  -  An  account  established  to  make  amounts  available  for  obligation  and  expenditure  from  the 
Treasury.  Appropriation  accounts  include  not  only  accounts  to  which- money  is  appropriated,  but  also ' revolving ’ funds, 
forking  funds,'  trust  funds,  etc.  Appropriation  accounts  do  not  include  official  "deposit"  funds'. 


APHtoERIATION  REIM&JRSEMENT  -  Amounts  collected  or  to  be  collected  for  commodities,  work  or  services  furnished  or  to 
be  furnished  to  another  appropriation  or  fund  or  to  an  individual,  firm  or  corporation  which  by  law  may  be  credited 
to  an  appropriation  or  fund  account.  Amounts  to  be  collected  include  accounts  receivable,  reimbursements  earned  but 
not  billed  and  amounts  anticipated  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  They  may  also  include  inter-agency  orders  accept¬ 
ed  and  on  hand  for  which  delivery  has  not  been  made  to  the  extent  that  this  order  is  a  valid  obligation  of  this  or¬ 
dering  agency  and  the  collection  will  be  credited  to  the  appropration  being  reported. 


BUDGET  PROGRAM  -  A  subdivision  established  under  an  appropriation  to  identify  a  significant  segment  of  Air  Force 
operations . 


DISBURSEMENT  -  The  amount  of  expenditure  checks  issued  and  cash  payments  made,  net  of  refunds  received.  Disburse¬ 
ments  shall  include  all* advances. 


EXPENDITURE  -  (l)  In  Federal  Government,  means  disbursement.  (2)  Outside  the  Federal  Government,  means  the  same 
as  accrued  expenditure. 


”  A  sura  of  money  or  other  resource  authorized  by  law  to  be  set  aside  and  to  be  used  or  expended  only  for  speci¬ 
fied  purposes . 


OBLIGATION  -  The  amount  of  an  order  placed,  contract  awarded,  or  service  received,  or  any  transaction  which  estab¬ 
lishes  a  legal  requirement  for  the  ultimate  disbursement  of  funds. 


OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED  -  Amounts  of  orders  placed,  contracts  awarded,  services  received,  and  similar  transactions  dur¬ 
ing  a  .given  period  requiring  future  payment  of  money. 


PROGRAM  YEAR  -  A  concept  of  accounting  for  funds,  obligations,  and  expenditures  under , a  np  year, appropriation, by 
identification  of  transactions  In  fiscal  year  segments  identified  by  the  fiscal  year  in -which  individual  items  were 
planned  for  obligation,  without  regard  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  transactions  were  actually  accomplished. 


PROJECT  ACCOUNT  CLASSIF1  CATION  -  In  appropriation  and  fund  accounting  an  approved  system  of  subdivision  of  an  appro¬ 
priation  or  fund  for  administrative  use. 


UNLIQUIDATED  OBLIGATION  -  An  obligation  incurred  for  which  payment  has  not  been  made. 
UNOBLIGATED  BALANCE  -  That  portion  of  an  authorization  which  has  not  been  obligated.
